. .The fire whistle soiinded immedi- 
ately the signal of fire whistles and in- 
stantly flags all over the city went up 
and carriages and crowds bf pede- 
etrains went hurrying along toward 
the different wharves.

toe of expectancy and talked gaily. 
There has not foeen in many years 
such a commotion in this city as the 
•news created.

When the first and fastest steamer 
of the three passed the lighthouse the 
whistles of both the Charleston and 
Bennington sounded a welcome and 
then cheer after cheer came from the 
thouaaads of people along the wharves. 
The welcome was complete and,from 
the heart and th« American boys were 
touched/ by it. Never before toad they 
been accorded such sign* of welcome. 
Then too everything seemed to be in 
keeping with the rejoicings of the peo- 
ple. The sea was just a bit ruffled 
and a brisk wind was blowing, while 
over the Walanae mountains, the sun 
was setting in a blaze of glory. Here

In a very short time the Peking was 


making full speed ahead toward Ho- 
nolulu. Six companies of the Califor- 
nia National Guard were sent below 
while tie other six companies were 
drawn up in tie line on deck wiere it 
was impossible to accommodate any 
more men. 


In a little while the James Makee 


of the Inter-Island Company came 
bounding over tie billows with flags 
and pennants flying. Tbe Committee

As they approached quite 
close to tie Peking cheer after cheer 
was given by the enthusiastic people 
aboard md then the band struck up 
to a number of patriotic American 
airs.

Tbli however did not dampen 
tbe ardor of tbe people aboard tie Ma- 
kee who shouted and waved, tbetr bats

Conspicuous here and there were men 
an"d? women with umbrellas upon 
which was the word "Oregon." The 
California people were to be found by 
their shouts. 
.'The Peking came alongside the Pa- 
cific Mail wharf. Shortly after this 
the Australia came up the passage and 
to her were accorded the same honors. 
The crowd was-larger if anything. The 
Australia hauled alongside the Ocean- 
ic wharf where she has so many times 
and the same old officers peeped over 
the rail and greeted their friends. The 
City of Sydney was not very far be- 
hind the Australia and on account of 
lack of wharf room was forced to 
anchor out in the stream. She like the 
other two steamers was accorded a 
hearty welcome by the people on shore 
and by the Charleston and Benning- 
ton. 


The men on all the ships were given 


orders at once that none of the number 
would be allowed to go ashore. They 
would have to remain content aboard 
undl today. In order to make the time 
somewhat bearable friends of the sol- 
dier went up town and bought out the 
fruit and tobacco stores and then went 
with their burdens to the wharves 
where they soon found their hands 
empty. The poor boys on the City 01 
Sydney did not come In for any of 
the spoils as they were out in the 
stream.

WASHINGTON, May 24.—This has 


been a day of exciting rumors. Sen- 
sational reports ol a battle in the 
Windward passage In which Admiral 
Sampson.is said to have sunk the en- 
tire Spanish squadron have reached 
Washington from Madrid, from I/m- 
don and from Port An Prince by the 
way of New York, but up to ablate 
hour tonight no official confirmation 
of the engagement could be/secured 
in any quarter, and Secretary Long, 
when seen Just before ^aldnight, re- 
iterated the statement made In official 
bulletins posted Just before the Navy 
Department closed .to the effect that no 
information had been received indi- 
cating "that an action had occurred 
in the Windward Passage." 


From this time forth until definite 


news Is received the administration 
will be in almost momentary expecta- 
tion of a. report of a decisive battle, 
the Issue of which is not doubted in 
official circles here. 


The American navy now has up- 


wards of sixty ships-in the-Carribian 
Sea, and .while as has been pointed 
out, Lord Nelson spent three months 
-In chasing the enemy about the Me- 
diterranean he had neither so many 
•vessels nor^ere they capable of such 
nigh speed as the squadrons of Samp- 
son and Schley. The American com- 
manders have the additional advantage 
of cable communication, which enables 
/tbe. Board of Strategy to advise the 
'senior admiral almost daily of the 
latest reports concerning the where- 
abouts of the enemy. 


While It Is conceded that the supe- 


rior speed of Cervera's squadron would 
enable him to run from the American 
Teasels, the impression is gaining 
strength that he does not intend'to 
leave the ,CarribIan Sea, and hence 
that sooner or later he will fall Into 
Sampson's hands.

SENATE. 


Ninetieth Day, feay 3L 


A message was read by Minister 


Cooper from President Dole extending 
the session of tbe ^esgtalatnre not ex- 
ceeding So days. 


On the third reading of the opium 


' bill there was considerable discussion 
and several amendments. One of these 
amendments proposed by Senator Ly- 
man and unanimously carried was to 
the effect that It shall not oe lawful 
to enroll upon the list the name of 
Any minor or any person not already 
.accustomed to use or to smoke opium. 


Attorney-General Smith argued for 


a discretionary power to be given the 
Opium Board. The wording of the 
.act had been construed by many well 
thinking men to mean that it was 
compulsory on the Board to issue li- 
censes. This feeling would he dtspell- 
«d by discretionary power being placed 
In the Board. 


(Minister Damon spoke in opposition 


to the opium bill. He said that act- 
ing on his conscience he could not 
permit the bill to go upon the statute 
books without entering his protest. He 
said that an endeavor was being made 
to establish a Republic, the Govern- 
ment was beset by influences that 
threatened to prevent it from remain- 
ing an independent Republic, 
fie 


pointed to the philanthropical work 
being conducted in the country, to its 
industrial and educational progress. In 
face ot this noble work the Govern- 
ment proposed to legalize a traffic than 
which no evil was greater. 


Provision was made that the law 


should not apply to physicians and drug- 
gists who shall lawfully import arid 
prescribe opium*as now provided for' 
and regulated by law. The Attorney- 
general's motion to change the rate 
of duty to be charged for opium from 
three dollars a pound to two dollars a 
pound was lost 


The Attorney-General objected to 


the provision in 4he bill permitting 
the Board to furnish opium to the 
captain and surgeon of any vessel 
bound for a foreign port for use on 
such vessel. He said there was seri- 
ous objection to allowing the impres- 
sion to get abroad that this Govern- 
ment proposed to establish an empori- 
um for opium. On his motion the 
clause was stricken out 


A section was added providing that 


all smuggled opium seized shall be 
forfeited to the Board of Health and 
all opium now in the possession of 
the Board or hereafter coming into 
possession shall be used for the pur- 
poses of the bill. 


A section was added and referred 


to the special opium committee for a 
f 10,000 appropriation to put the pro- 
visions in operation. 


BOUSE. 


Speaker Kaulukou again took his 


seat in the chair after an absence of 
& week. 


Rep. 
Atkinson reported as follows 


for the Cdmmittee on Foreign Affairs 
to whom was referred Senate bill 21, 
cable act: 


"Tour committee has given very 


careful consideration to bill 21, and its 
provisions and can see nothing objec- 
tionable These Islands need a cable. 
It is the most necessary institution 
oatalde of a sturdy population that we 
can have for the general prosperity. 
Tour committee has considered the 
possible misuse of franchise which 
might result from hasty legislation up- 
on so important a matter. Tour com- 
mittee upon the most careful and 
thorough investigation, cannot see 
where present advantage can possibly 
wreck future prospects. The bill un- 
der consideration does not give an ex- 
clusive franchise between the Islands 
and the United States. The exclusive 
franchise is only asked for between 
the Islands and Japan, and* Vtte sta- 
tions between these Islands aad Japan 
are above the tenth fcorth parallel of 
latitude, and the length of time IB but 
20 years. Tbe penalties for commenc- 
ing tbe line and perfeeture of privil- 
ege, are ample.

Upon examination we find that some 


of the statement* in regard to the Pos- 
tal Savings Bank are incorrect 


The present Superintendent'was not 


obliged to copy the work of hts prede- 
cessor in the «ew books opened by 
him, nor did he copy the same. The 
new books were opened according to 
the statement of the present Superin- 
tendent for the following reasons: 
1st. Because two of the book* were 


full, and it was therefore absolutely 
necessary. 


2nd. Because it was desirable to open 


up separate nationality ledgers. 


3rd. Because in the printed ledgers 


the debit and credit sides are reversed 
—and have Jbeen since the inspection 
of the hooka when the Postal Savings 
was first opened. This is greatly con- 
fusing to any bookkeeper. The man- 
ner of Ledger Ruling referred to in the 
expert's report is found to go back to 
the year 1893. 


The additions, footings and rulings 
where errors occur have In nearly all 
cases been the work of subordinates. 
Tour committee have found that two 
and three men have been working on 
the same books and we would depre- 
cate such a method., 


Sufficient appropriation 
should be 


granted tor the Savings Bank to allow 
a first-class bookkeeper'to devote his 
entire time to the bookkeeping pure 
and simple. We believe that the Pos- 
tal Savings Bank has been greatly 
hampered during <the past few years 
through lack 'of a sufficient number oi 
competent assistants. This would' give 
the 6uprlntendent of the bank suffici- 
ent time to inspect and" check the de- 
tail work for which he is responsible. 
The statement that the headings of 


different accounts are incomplete re- 
fers (to Trustee Accounts where the 
names of the parties for whom the de- 
positors are trustees have been omit- 
ted. It is claimed that as the trustees 
are the only parties who can draw 
out the trust funds it is necessary to 
fill in the names of the parties for 
whom tbe parties are trustees, more 
especially as declarations are all on 
file showing the nature of such trusts, 
and the numbers of the Pass Books 
Identify the same. Tour committee 
believe that the 'better plan is to show 
the names of those for whom the de- 
positors are trustees in the ledger 
headings. 


Tbe erasures and corrections noted 


are of minor importance and have been 
explained to your committee. The 
complaintsas to illegible writing Is due 
to the individuality of the handwriting 
and is hardly a matter to speak of as 
a very short time is required to become 
acquainted with the characteristics of 
same. 
In regard to the $200 referred to in 


the former report of your committee, 
we desire to more specifically state the 
facts in the case. 


On June 3,1895, there was a shortage 


of $100 in the cash of the day's work 
and as the error could not be found 
an .'entry was made that day in the 
cash, book stating that If sot found In 
checking if would be made good, said 
entry being'signed by the responsible 
clerk in the office. A similar error 
and entry was made on February 8, 
1897. The Cash 'Book on these two 
days, shows that the cash -was handled 
by two or three clerks, 'but as the head 
clerk was responsible, he quite prop- 
erly assumed such responsibility over 
his signature in writing, at the close 
of the day's work. 


These, errors cannot be definitely 


settled without checking all of the pass 
books. This is very difficult to effect 
The Postmaster General has advertis- 
ed for all pass books to be sent in for 
the purposes of computing interest and 
-cheeking, but only a portion of them 
have -been received as the result of 
such effort 
*• 


In conclusion we would request that 


this report be attached to and made 
a part of our former report as expla- 
natory of the same.

A STRANGE SITUATION. 


Three years ago any prediction that 


American troops would visit these Isl- 
ands, en route to the Philippines, 
would have been regarded as the work 
of a disordered brain. But in history 
the unexpected happens, because the 
law which govern the evolutions of 
events is unknown. He who could dis- 
cover that law would see in the events 
of today.only natural and inevitable 
results. 


From the landing of the American 


missionaries in 1820, to the landing of 
a teigade of American troops in 1898, 
* period of seventy-eight years, there 
la not a break In the thread of history 
if we only knew how the shuttles 
flew forward and backward in the 
looms. 


We said, last year, that the destiny 


of Hawaii was probably involved in 
the destiny of Cuba. Did any one 
dream of it, that the destiny of Hawaii 
•would be Involved in the destiny of 
the Philippines? Yet, there stand on 
our shores today, a brigade of men, 
who are to work out the destiny of the 
Philippines, and perhaps determine 
that of these Islands. 


War has been, and is now, the great 


Teconstructor of nations and commu- 
nities. The shells that lie In the 
magazines of the Charleston are the 
rapid firing missionary ammunition of 
Reconstruction, the forces that wipe 
out old lines on the maps and make 
new ones. 
The men who pull the 


triggers of the Springfield guns, at the 
word of command, are the enlisted 
Apostles of the New Order of things. 
A hundred years ago, they would have 
ibeen the simple machines of selfish 
sovereigns, and plotting statesmen. 
Today, they represent principles, not 
men or dynasties. The mere landing 
of troops here means nothing. But 
as an event or fact in reconstructing 
the map of the lands touched by the 
Pacific, its meaning is more than any 
human intelligence can explain. The 
contrasts of events makes almost the 
romance of history. Spain misrules 
Cuba In the Carribean Sea. American 
soldiers stand on Hawaii, ten thous- 
and miles away in the ocean. There 
Is no visible connection between these 
events. But there is still the relation 
of cause and effect between them, ab- 
solute and inevitable.

This new; license law may deprive them 
of big profits, and they will be very 
thankful to good people who will aid 
them in keeping these profits. We are 
stating facts, not theories. 


Does not a license tolerate an evil? 


Well, government is. only a compro-, 
mise between right and wrong.» The 
Duke of Wellington, one of the most 
powerful of British statesmen for forty 
years said, he "never could have his 
own way." He found that govern- 
ment was an everlasting compromise. 
An experiment with a limited license 
may be a compromise. But would it 
not be better to try It for a while, 
and see if it gets us out of this in- 
tolerable evil of laws trampled upon, 
tolicemen mad*e corrupt, and the Devil 
aligning at us, with his shop in town 
lull of opium? 


There Is another curious aspect to 


;he case. No one can consistently ad- 
vocate "annexation," who favors the 
present 
prohibitory law regarding 


opium. 


The supreme law of the United 


States, If annexation takes place,, per- 
mits every native, and every China- 
man to import opium. This may be 
unfortunate. Time and again some 
States of America have prohibited the 
Importation of llouoj, and in every 
ease the Supreme Court .has td^nthe 
States' laws into shreds."

conscientiously believe in the present 
law forbidding the importation of 
opium, advocate annexation which 
may fill every store in the Islands with 
an "original package" of the article? 


The difficulties in the matter are 


serious. The case is rather desperate. 


Why not give those who 
have the execution of the laws, and are 
as good men as exist in the country 
and have had a severe and sad ex- 
perience, a chance to fight the Devil 
and his crew of fat smugglers, who are 
Immensely pleased with the present 
law?

cument, the Proclamation of the 
Governor of the Philippines, denbune?, 
ing the Americans as savages, Is cot* 
cellent evidence of the fact that the 
Spaniards have persuaded themselves 
that they are now defending "civiliza- 
tion" against an attack by the bar- 
barians. 


There is but one way to settle with 
people, who hold such views; clean 


them out. The United States have 
been for two years open to the charge 
of permitting outrages, misrule and 
cruelty to women and children in 
Cuba. As the Spaniards call their, 
rule civilized, there is nothing to be 
done, but settle once for all time, 
what "civilization" means. The sword 
must do it.

The lions of the town yesterday 


'•were the Belglc passengers fresh from 
th« scene of the great triumph of Am- 
ericanjurms as directed by 'Admiral 
Dewey.. Those aboard T*ho saw the 
fight in Manila bay were Col. A. Q. 
Loud, paymaster on the McCulloch, 
Sir. {/has. P. Kindleberger of the Olynv; 
pia and J. C. Evans, a gunner of the 
Boston. They, wHtiMr. Phelpe of the 
MoCulloch, who was left In Hong Kong 
for duty when the fleet went to battle, 
are returning to the States under, or- 
ders. All hope to soon again sail over 
the Pacific and join vessels in the 
Dewey fleet The passengers were 
much sought after byv prominent citi- 
zens and by officers of the Charleston 
and Bennington. Col. Lciud, who saw 
the fight from the McCulloch, had pre- 
pared for the Advertiser the following 
account of the fleet movements and the 
engagement: 


The Hugh McCnlloch arrived fa 


Bong Kong on April 17 and joined the 
fleet constating of the Olympia, Balti- 
more, Raleigh, Boston, Concord, Petrel 
and two transports. 


Two days after our arrival the trans- 


fer of the -McCulloch was made from, 
the Treasury Department to the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. 


On May 23d, the Governor of Hong 


Kong sent a request to the Commo- 
dore to leave Hong Kong within 24 
hours, as a state of war existed. The 
Commodore • replied that he would 
leave immediately with the ships that 
did no^"heed repairs and take the 
others'£s soon as possible. 


At 2 o'clock, the Boston, Concord, 


Petrel, Hugh McCulloch and two 
transports left and went to Mire BaJc, 
30 miles distant. On Monday, the 
COympia, Baltimore and Raleigh fol- 
towei. 


The Baltimore arrived in Hong Kong 


on Thursday, the 21st of April and in 
48 hours had gone In the dry dock and 
been painted and put to order. As the 
fleet passed' the English receiving 
ships they gave us three cheers. We 
waited a day for Mr. Williams, the 
Consul .at Manila, who came up on the 
Esmmalda. At 11 o'clock, we started 
•wftb Olympia leading the line of ships, 
the six fighting ships being in one line

On Saturday morning, weiarrived off 


Point S, the .-first land we sighted. At 
daybreak the Boston and Concord were 
ordered ahead at full speed. By 11 
o'clock they were out of sight. At 11 
o'clock, the Baltimore went ahead. 
They bad gone to Subig 'Bay and by 
5 o'clock all the other ships had ar- 
rived there. It had been reported that 
the Spanish fleet was there, but we 
found (nothing at all. A boat was low- 
ered from the Concord and sent 
ashore,'' but not a person could be 
found. All Commanders were then or- 
dered on the flagship for -further or- 
ders. 


At 6 o'clock we started ahead again 


at about six miles per hour, it being 
the intention to pass the; forts atjnld- 
night. No lights were shown, except 
* green one on the stern of each ship. 


At 11 o'clock, the crewe were called 


to quarters and at 11:30, we were 
abreast of Cor. Island, the entrance of 
Manila Bay. On one side is a channel 
one mile wide, the one on the other 
side being five miles'. There are torts 
on the top of Cor. Island and also on 
the main land. 


We were advised that there were 


mines in the harbor. As we were op- 
posite the island we saw a rocket go 
np from the Island and answered from 
the shore. We were now between the 
Island and main land. The night was 
very dark, making it hard to see any- 
thing. 


AH the ships passed by without no- 


tice. They now could »ee our stern 
lights and we saw a flash and then a 
shell struck in the water ahead of us 
followed 4»y several more. 
.We an- 


swered with three shots. No further 
shots came from the forts and we pass- 
ed on. The next day these forts sur- 
rendered. 


We went forward at about 5 knots 


and at 6 o'clock we saw Manila with 
the merchant ships showing up in 
front of It and a battery on the other

These laws permitted, the 


holder of the Ucense to sell opium 
generally. Each trial of the plan, ex- 
tended the use of opium among Ha- 
waiiams as well as Chinese and added 
to the evil. 
. '

: For the past ten years the sale of 
Opium, except by physicians and sole- 
ly for medical purposes, tout toeen pro- 
hlWted by law. Severe penalties are 


.prescribed for those vrhq Import or 


sell opium; and .persistent and deter 
mined efforts have been made to en 
force the law. The result has toeen al 
though the mmount consumed has been 
leas than wheri the Ilcemre* were, in 
force, the use of the drug is steadily 
increasing. The profits from smug 
gling aid. dealing in opium have been 
so large that it has ibeen a great temp- 
tation to persons: to engage In its in 
troductlon>nd a consrtant eonrce o 
corruption. Many Customs and Pplici 
Officers have been .ruined, and man; 
merchants and citltens have engaged 
in the business. 


The profits to the smugglers, and to 


the dealers, have been so great- that 
many persons who had not been ad 
dieted to the use of opium have been 
induced to try it so as to ^crease the 
demand. Places where opium can be 
bought and amoked exist all over the

' fortunately its use under prohibi 
tion,. has 'been confined mainly to the 
Chinese. But among-" them the con 
sumption is Increasing. 


Every one who has knowledge of th 
facts knows that the Chinese who hav 
acquired the opium ihaWt will obtain 
opium by some means' or other. When 
ever the supply has ibeen limited price 
have advanced, and smuggling ha 
been stimulated. 


The proposed 'bill 'provides for th 


establishment of a Board of tbree gov 
eminent officials in each district, con 
slsling of the Government Physician 
District Magistrate and Sheriff (o 
Deputy Sheriff)' who are authorized t< 
^register • the- names of all confirmee 
users of opium in the district, and to 
furnish such persons, with opium in 
stated quantities at stated intervals 
and at a price very little above cos 


Not every applicant can be register 


ed, but only those whom the member*, 
of the Board" are satisfied are already 
confirmed in the habit. Each person 
whose name is registered is to be given 
a written permit signed by all three 
members of the Board fcefore toe will 
be entitled to obtain the opium. Grant 
ing such "permits is discretionary witi 
the Board. The, .whole matter is to 
be subject to the control of the Board 
of Health. 


The promoters of the bill -hope tha 


the plan can be successfully and hon 
estly carried out with the result that 
such a proportion ot those who haiblt 
natty use opium will register and ob- 
tain their supplies from the Opiun 
Board, that the market for smuggled 
opium will practically *e lost 


If this should result, the gain to the 


pnbMc would be great ,It would prac- 
tically confine the use or the drug-to 
those waoT have already acquired the 
habit and reduce very much the temp- 
tation to others to acquire It. 


The opium to be given to each re- 


gistered person Is to be given dally or 
several times a week, and in quantit 
only sufficient for Ms own use. 


If by reason of tfce quality and low 


price of the opium it can be made 
greatly for ihe user's interest to ob- 
tain his opium from the Board, he wil 
not patronlie the high priced smug- 
gled article.

Under the former license laws the 


cost of the license, duty, incidental ex- 
pense* and dealer's profit, in addition 
to the original cost ot tic opium, made 
the selling price w> high that smug- 
gling was ttill profitable.
